1913 Celebration Mews. 


Among the events likely to be 


scheduled for the 50th Anniversary 
celehiatiop of the Rattle of Gettys- 
burg, n.ay be the National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public and it is estimated that fully 
40,000 veterans attended the encamp- 
ment last year at Atlantic City. The 
Grand Army of the Repnblic was rep- 
resented at the recent meeting in 
Washington, D. C., by one of the gen- 
eral officers but though he came a 
long distance he was not given any 
public opportunity to express the de- 
sires of the G. A. R. 


General order No. 3 has been issued 


from G. A. R. National Headquarters 
and contains the following paragraph: 


"Department commanders of 
our 


several departments aie each request- 
ed to send to these headquarters, with- 
out delay, the names of three com- 
rades of their respective departments, 
to be appointed as a committee to co- 
opeiate with the standing committee 
on the Fiftieth Anniversary of the 
Battle ot Gettysburg of which Past- 
Comn:ander-in-Chief Eli Torrence of 
Minneapolis, Minn., is chairman, to ar- 
range and carry out plans for proper 
participation in said celebration by 
members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic 
throughout 
the 
United 
States." 


Complying with this request of the 


commander-in-chief, the 
Department 


of rennsylvania has sent to National 
Headquarters the names of Comrade 
Win. T. Ziegler, Post No. 9, Gettys- 
burg, Comrade John C. Hilton. Post 
No.7, Erie, and Comrade H. H. Spayd, 
Post No. 17," Minersville.

Confederate Veterans will arrange for 
their annual camp at Gettysburg dur- 
ing _the 1913 celebration. Genera] 
WjJJier, commander of the Unitej

ial of certain inmates who die at the 
Alms House. 


Tbe Act of Assembly governing |ue 


disposition of the bodies of persons 
who die m public institutions and 
whicii are to be buried at public ex- 
pense requires the management of 
such public institutions to give notice 
of tbe possesion of such a body to tbe 
Board of Distribution au organization 
composed of officials of various med- 
ical schools and colleges of the state, 
whose duty is to dispose ol such bod- 
ies.

GEORGE REED OP HAHOVER. 


And Injuries to Six Persons, Three- 


Railroad Employees and 


Three Pnsseniers. 


One man is dead while five other 


men and a woman are seriously in- 
jured as a result of a disastrous wreck 
on the Western 
Maryland railroad 


near Porter's Siding last Thursday 
afternoon when a heavy freight en- 
gine ran, tender first, into an approch- 
ing accommodation train leaving Get- 
tysburg at 1 p. m.. and arriving in 
York at 2.25. The wreck occurred 
about 1.40 p. m.

the Plain People into Control 


of Government. 


feeds on it« own offspring, the profuse 
expenditure of public funds which 
Jackgou never failed to denounce and 


insisting always on "the ob- 


" 


-The defeat of Wellington's veterans 


at Xew Orleans by half their number 
of American volunteers was a.t »xtra- 
ordinary feat" of arms. It wiped out 
the disgrace of Hull's surrender and 
the 
capture of Washington. And, 


though the battle was fought in ignor- 
ance that the treaty o£ ;»eai-e had 
been signed, its results were most 
important in making secure our newly 
acquired western territory. 


There has seldom been a campaign 


whose success was so largely due to 
its commander. Bui. while it is the 
anniversary of that battle which for 
nearly a century has brought citizens 
together for celebration ajl over the 
land, it is not Jackson, the General, 
that draws them so much as Jackson, 
the Democrat, though he is the only 
one of our presidents, besides Wash- 
ington, who has rea'-hert a place in 
-the hearts of his countrymen by ser- 
vice of the highest order in both war 
and peace. 


The Republic could not be lasting 


until it rested on the affection and con- 
fidence of the entire citizen body, and 
this could not be if it were either 
planned or conducted on the theory 
that the government must somehow 
be made better than the common pa- 
triotism and intelligence are likely to 
produce. 


This idea of the Hamiltonians was 


rejected by the constitution, which es- 
tablished "a broad and liberal democ- 
racy" but "compatible with ingrained 
resnect fov parliamentary methods and 
constitutional checks." But the first 
six presidents all belonged to the class 
which that school thought the only- 
safe and proper one to exercise author- 
ity. Ev?n Jefferson, by birth, train- 
ing, estate and social standing, would 
have been counted among the aristoc- 
racy, if such a class had been recog- 
nized. This made him a more effec- 
tive champion of true popular govern- 
ment and he Is one of manv exa/nples 
of honest and patriotic i.ien, with 
whom principle has prevailed o.rur en- 
vironment, 
natural 
inequation and 


even self interest. But the evolution 
of government by the people was not 
complete. It would not 
V»e until, by 


the established processes, :i president 
should be brought forth from what 
Lincoln called "the plain people,'* to 
whom opening the door or' opportunity 
by release from arbitrary <Hsrinci>tions 
and authority meant more thia it did 
to others. 


Tn Jackson these first came fully in- 


to their own, not merely by his elec- 
tion, because if he had not acquitted 
liirnself with credit they would not 
soon have recovered from the loss of 
prestige. But they did not put for- 
"ward. as their first contribution to the 
list of Chief Magistrates, a man un- 
tried in public life. He had served 
as prosecuting attorney, at the age ot 
21; ttten as'a* member of the conven- 
tion which framed the constitution of 
Tennessee; then as her first represen- 
tative in Congress, when only 29 years 
old. Soon after he was promoted to 
the Senate, and, resigning that, was 
for 6 years a judge of the supreme 
court of his State. After the war he 
acted as territorial governor of Flori- 
jla, and was again Senator from Ten- 
nessee. 


If we did not know that modesty 


usually goes with true greatness it 
would seem strange that in spite of 
such long and varied civil experience 
Jackson, when the presidency was first 
suggested to him, declared that he was 
not fit for it. He was not yet emanci- 
pated from the belief which long pre- 
cedent had created. He did not real- 
ize the true significance of the popu- 
lar demand for his election. He did 
not forsee that he was to break down 
forever the class idea in America, open 
the way for other presidents rising 


onjv. 


Good citlacus ot all parties would 


have been quick to, condemn the large 
yearly waste, in the expense of the 
house of representatives by the crea 
tion and retention of needless post 
tions and otherwise, but it took 
Democratic house to expose and cor 
rect it. And it will require a Demo- 
cratic administration to cut down the 
already enormous and increasing cost 
of all the departments of the govern 
ment. 


A distinguished Republican senator 


has said that tnree hundred million 
dollars can be saved yearly by con 
ducting the public business in a bust 
ness way. That waste is four times 
the entire annual expenditure for all 
purposes of the State of Ohio and all 
its cities and sub-divisions. 


The outlay of the Federal govern- 


ment has gone during three succes- 
sive Republican administrations troin 
one billion dollars every two years to 
more than a billion dollars each year, 
every cent of it taken from the earn- 
ings and resources of our citizens by 
taxation, most of it under tariff laws. 
This would consume in little more 
than six years the entire taxable prop- 
erty in Ohio according to the recent 
appraisement at full value. 


The committees of the House for the 


various departments, most of which 
have done nothing for years but pay 
salaries to their numerous clerks, mes- 
sengers, etc., are all now doing exact- 
ly what Jackson urged on Congress 
eighty-two years ago, making "general 
and minute inquiry into the condition 
of the government with a view to as- 
certain what offices can be dispensed 
with, what expenses retrenched, and 
what improvements may be made in 
the organization of its various parts 
to secure the responsibility of public 
agents and promote efficiency." 


And why should not the public busi- 


ness be managed on the same princi 
pies and with the same care and abil- 
ity that citizens devote to their pri- 
vate business, especially when it in- 
volves the handling of such an enor- 
mous amount of money? Are there 
men who will be more earnest for 
themselves than for their country? 
Or do we too often fail to secure for 
the public service men with the prac- 
tical ability which makes American 
enterprise foremost in ail other direc- 
tions? Or have we come to tolerate 
lower standards in the discharge of 
public duties? 


But taking more than a billion dol- 


lars from the people for public pur- 
poses every year is a mild abuse of 
authority compared 
with 
arranging 


tariff taxes so as to enable favored 
manufacturers to collect from them 
a much larger sum for their own bene- 
fit, because, according to reliable esti- 
mates, for every dollar the govern- 
ment receives on articles imported 
the 
favored 
manufacturers 
collect 


three dollars above the normal prices 
of like articles from American con- 
sumers. This is in effect farming out 
the tariff power, one of the worst 
abuses known to history. It is high 
chief of all special privileges. 


Jackson urged a gradual reduction 


of. tariff taxes, especially fon necessa- 
ries, at a time whesPthey were levied 
mainly for revenue. 
When recently 


we saw a president led, against his 
just inclination, to sign and praise a 
tariff bill which broke his own and 
his party's promise of reform, and 
then, in the face of his express admis- 
sions, veto bills for reductions passed 
by Congress under direct command of 
the voters of the entire country, men 
everywhere exclaimed, as they did in 
the days of vacillating Buchanan, "Oh. 
for one hour of Andrew Jackson!" 


Now we find the business of the en- 


tire country disturbed and halting be- 
cause this wretched system of favor 
taxes has brought its certain result. 
Unnatural competition was stimulat- 
ed by these and then suppressed by 
the formation of trusts and combina- 
tions, in order that dividends might 
not cease on stock which was the 
capitalization of this special advant- 
age. 
Instead 
of 
cutting 
off 
the

from lowly birth and adverse condi-j 
ht to control the stream by for. 


tions, and thus make the nation strong bidding these trusts and combinations, 
and enduring by broadening the field u ,» signiflcant tnat the Sherman 
of her supply of worthy and capable 
leaders. But none would have been 
quicker than he to denounce those 
who seek to restore class distinctions 
and narrow the field of supply again, 
by making superior advantages of 
birth, education, culture, or experi- 
ence in affairs disqualifications for 
public duty. 


If this first typically popular presi- 


_«1cnt were only a memory, the celebra- 
tion of Jackson day would be most fit- 
ting, but the principles of Jefferson 
which this man of action had striking 
occasions to put in practice will al 
ways be associated with his name. 
And these have not become obsolete 
and never will. They constitute the 
code of political morality and wisdom 
•which few will dispute but many for 
get or find pretexts for disregarding 
as ne'.v instances for their application 
arise. It is well for the country that 
one of its great parties is committed 
to them by the traditions and experi- 
ence of more than a century. 


It would be a reflection on the ge- 


nius of the American people to claim 
that they cannot evolve from exi>erl- 
ence improvements in the methods by 
which their purposes are made known 
and carried out. But no plan can be 
devised which will dispense with ca- 
pable, diligent and devoted service by 
public officials. There is no magic in 
any form or proven process. Cood re- 
sults in government, as in all other 
enterprises, are to be had only by In- 
telligent study and hard work by those 
•who conduct it, acting always with an 
eye single to the public gooJ. 


Jackson said: "Office is considered 


as a species of property; and govern- 
ment rather as a means for promot- 
ing individual interests than as ar. 
instrument created solely for the ser- 
. vice of the people. Corruption in 
*ome and in others a perversion of cor 
rect feslings and principles divert gov- 
enment from its legitimate ends and 
makes it an engine for the support of 
the few at the expense of the many." 


,- 
The scheme of employing the taxing 


power to enrich individuals had made 
little progress In this country in Jack- 
ion's tine. The civil war afforded the 
occasion to establish It and the sue 
<*edlng period the opportunity to de- 


It to monstrous proportions. It 


significant 


anti-trust law and a McKinley tariff 
law were under consideration at the 
same time and passed at the same ses- 
sion. That tariff law went far be- 
yond earlier laws in the bestowal of 
special favors. There was plain warn- 
ing of its evil effect and the leaders 
did not dare face the country on it 
without a law to prevent stifling the 
competition from which great benefits 
were promised to the people. For the 
only element ot harm in devices to re- 
strain trade and secure monopoly lies 
in their effect on competition. 


The financial and business troubles 


wh'ch broke out in 1893 were already 
brewing and did not subside until 
1897, 
so that the effect of the McKin- 


ley bill was diminished during that 
period and did not attract general at- 
tention. But in 1897 a still worse tar- 
iff law was passed and soon after be- 
gan to hatcii its broods of trusts and 
combinations. 


In the spring of that year the Su- 


preme Court first enforced the anti- 
trust law. It was in a proceeding by 
the government against the Trans- 
Missouri Freight Association. 
Soon 


after it did the same in two other 
cases against The Joint Traffic Asso- 
ciation and the Addyston and othei 
Pipe Companies. 
By these cases a 


Democratic Attorney-General cleared 
the way for the general enforcement 
of the law for the government had 
lost In the cases which preceded these. 
Inere were also pending at the expi- 
ration of his term investigations of 
the Beef Trust and others. 


Though 
persistent 
mis-statements 


would justify it, this reference would 
not be made if it had a personal bear- 
ing only.

Acquisition of the telegraph .lines 


of the United States by the. gbWi 
nifnt and their operation as » part of 
the postal service will be recommend 
ed to Congress in a short time by 
Postmaster General Hitchcock. 
• For a year or more Hitche*ek has 
had this recommendation under con- 
sideration. After a thorough study o! 
the operation of government-control) 
ed lines and postal telegraph ajtstenu 
of foreign countries he has decided 
to urge the matter1 upon Congress. 


"Should this recommendation 
be 


adopted," said Hitchcock. "T am eon 
vinced it would result in iatpsrtant 
economies 
and, in .very materially 


lower telegraph rates than now art 
exacted. In approximately 50 coun- 
tries of the world—notably In Great 
Britain, Prance. Germany, Austria, 
Italy. Spain, Russia and Japan—«ov 
irnment controlled telegraphs are now 
In successful and profitable operation. 


•'In many of the countries they are 


operated in connection with the postal 
service. These telegraphs serve an 
aggregate imputation of 950,000,000 
and in every instance they have been 
:ound to be of immense practical bene- 
fit to- the people, in both promiititndt 
and cost of service. 


'In 
this country 
postofflces 
are 


maintained in numerous places not 
reached by the telegraph systems and 
he proposed consolidation, therefore, 
would afford a favorable opportunity 
'or the wide extension of telegraphic 
'acilities. In many small towns where 
he, telegraph companies have office? 
he telegraph and mail business could 
be handled readily by the same eai- 
ployees. It is evident that the sepa- 
ate maintenance of the two services 
under present conditions results in a 
needless expense. 


•The first telegraph in the United 


States was operated from 1844 to 184 
by the government, under authority 
torn Congress, and from many view 
points it is desirable that government 
control should be resumed. A methoc 
'or the acquisition of telegraph lines 
s prescribed in Section 5267 of the re- 
vised statutes, which provides that 
'or postal, military or other purposes, 
;he government may purchase tele- 
graph lines operated in the United 
States at an appraised value. 


"M> own view is that every reason 


for the transmission of mail under 
government control can be urged with 
equal force for the transmission ot 
communication by telegraph. Because 
of the more extensive 
organization 


maintained by the postal service and 
he freedom from taxation and other 
:harges to which private corporations 
are subject, the government undoubt- 
edly could afford greater facilities, at 
ower rates, than are afforded by com 
mnies now conducting the telegraph 
msiness. Next to the introduction of 
a general^garcels post, for which there 
s a strong polMTaFlTeBiSind the psmb- 
ishment of a government telegiaph 
system offers, in my judgment, the 
best opportunity for the profitable ex- 
ension of the nation's postal service." 


it is Mr. Hitchcock's purpose not to 


•ecommend the acquisition 
of tele- 


phone lines, except, possibly, in in- 
stances where they are operated as 
elegraph lines, and are an integral 
>art of definite telegraph systems. 


The latest census figures available 


ndicate that about 100,000 persons are 
connected with the telegraph compa- 
nies of the United States. The ap- 
praised value of the systems proposed 
o be acquired would be purely conjec- 
;ural, but it is said it would approxi- 
mate $250,000,000 
The experts who 


have figured on the proposition are of 
opinion that existing telegraph rates 
could be reduced at least one-third to 
he public and yet make the invest 
nent in, and operation of the lines 
profitable to the government. 


There was no disposition at the 


capitol to avoid any serious consider* 
.ion of the proposed plan. 


In the House Representative Moon, 


of Tennessee, chairman of the |x>stof- 
Ice committee, announced that the 
matter would l-e given earnest att<m- 


ion. 


•'The question of government own- 


ership of public utilities is a great one 
hat needs long and careful considera- 
ion.' said Mr. Moon. "If Postmaster 
General Hitchcock's plans are embodl- 
ed in a bill to be introduced in Con 
gress and the bill comes to this conv 
mittee, it certainly will be given thor- 
ough investigation." 


Senator Cullom. of Illinois, head of 


he foreign relations committee, align- 
ed himself w»th the plan. "On the 
heory that the telegraph is a part of 
he mails." he said, "it seems to me 
hat it would not be out of place for 
he government to own the telegraph 
ines." 


Senator William Alden Smith of 


Michigan, said: 


"I have steadfastly 
opposed 
the 


government ownership of the puHIc 
utilities for many years for the rea- 
son that I have felt that these enter- 
irises would be more serviceable if 
nitiated and carried through by pri- 
•ate capital. But as a natural 
enanw to me postal system. I have 
elt the telegraph could be more ap- 
iropriately operated by the govern- 
ment."

"Open Window" Sleeping. 


Make sure of having plenty of fresh 


air while you sleep. Winter and sum- 
mer see that the windows of your bed 
room are wide open, but at the same 
time keep yourself warm. To "sleep 
cold" is pretty sure to result in ear- 
ache, sore throat, a cold in the head or 
a severe ringing in the ears. 


You can avoid this by keeping your 


whole body warm, iu winter an ex 
tra blanket should be wrapped arouud 
the feet, or, if necessary, a pair ot 
eiderdown socks should be worn. The 
covers shouldbedrawn well up arouud 
tbe neck aud plenty of extra covering 
should be ready incase of a fall iu 
temperature during the night. 


Persons suffering from ear troubles 


wheu sleeping out in winter will do 
well to tuck a cape or shawl around 
tbeir ears. Cold air often conies up 
throucb the mattress. A cotton pad 
or newspapers placed between the 
mattress aud spring will prevent this. 
rl here is nothing better than sleeping 
iu fresh, invigorating air, but one 
should never feel chilly while doing 
so.—By Karl de Sctiweioitz, Execu- 
tive Secretary, Pennsylvania Society 
for the Prevention of Tuberculosis.

The financing of the securities of

In this 
instance it would have been worth a 
ton, for the Sherman law was distinct- 
ly a ureventifive measure. 


'•So we are confronted with a deli- 


cate and difficult situation which it 
will tax our skill, wisdom aud pa- 
tience to handle so as to let the na- 
tural, healthy forces ol industry and 
commerce get into action again, with- 
out needless injury to legitimate'busi- 
ness in removing the obstructions.

The little cottage Oriental ruga 


often made by girls who are shortly to 
be married, ia Turkey, Persia, ou the 
Armeuinu plateau aud iu Afghauistau, 
carry with Hiem all tbe poetry aud 
mysticism of the Ori?utal girl's niiud, 
as she is just buddiug iuto woiuau- 
hooti. 


She weaves iuto the rug almost her 


very thoughts-so much is rug-weav- 
iug a part of the Oriental life, aud so 
iitlleis it a purely commercial pursuit. 
Time is not counted of value in the 
East wheu rugs are made, t'onse- 
<|tieutly, Americans have fouud it im- 
possible to compete with the Orientals 
in the manufacture of these practic- 
ally everlasting products. 


In some pans of the Oriental-run 


countries it is considered w run it to 
have the rugs seen iu the making by 
Christians. If such au accident occurs, 
and one from the western world views 
one of the rugs, th* workman offsets 
the suspected iujury by weaviug a 
small white spot HI the rug, to keep 
away~the "evil eye." 


Sometimes, when the rug Is 
uot 


made for sale, but as the dowry of 
some girl at the time of her marriage, 
and wheu something inauspicious had 
happened, a little break is left in the 
border of the rug, by which u is hoped 
that the devil tufty e«c*p« from the 
household. Were the border continu- 
ous, the Orientals bvlievt that tbe 
devil would run arouud mid Mauod 
the rax, tnd never leave Vhf.house.
